Cleveland, Oct. "24.—In His annual 


address to the Ohio Bankers' conven- 
tion President John S. Reber of Day- 
ton spoke in part as follows: "Times 
of financial disaster inevitably follow 
those of great prosperity. The pros- 
perity has been with us and is with 
us, but who can foretell when the 
dark clouds of financial panic will be 
gin to gather on the now clear hori- 
zon? One of the greatest dangers lies 
in Wall street stock gambling. The 
money trust in New York is amther 
condition which we have to' face. 
It 


exists, and is so powerful that even 
Wall -street bows to its will. The in- 
crease in the number of trusts is not 
a mixed good. To the country bank 
they are especially dangerous. Trusts 
have hurt labor, too. Within proper 
bounds the organization is beneficial, 
and only becomes arbitrary when it 
insists on the right to direct the em- 
ployment and discharge of men. Their 
union for proper hours and fair wages 
is legitimate and proper."

As between the friendship of the 


people and the trusts they prefer the 
latter, and the sooner the pople realize 
this and take action, the better. 


Recall of Minister Wu. 


Washington, Oct. 24.—Mr. Wu, the 


Chinese minister, listened attentively 
as a reporter read to him the Peking 
dispatch telling him of the opposition 
which has developed there to his con- 
tinuing as a representative of the gov- 
ernment abroad. 
He manifested no 


little surprise at the statements it con- 
tained, and appeared nonplussed at 
he conclusion drawn that his popu- 
arity in the United States was any 
evidence of a lack of loyalty to the 
nterests of his government. 
Mr. Wu 


said it always had been his effort to 
do the very best he could in behalf of 
lis country and his people. He de- 
clared he had not received any inti- 
mation that his government was dis- 
satisfied with him or that he probably 
would be recalled.

Gale Blotving at the Time and the 


Blaze Got Away Front the Local 
Department—Fire Laddies Arrive 
From Chicago aud Fight the Con- 
flagratlon to a Finish. 
Chicago, Oct. 24.—Fire which broke 


out in the plant of the G. H. Hammond 
Packing company at Hammond, Ind., 
destroyed over half a million dol- 
lars' worth of buildings and slaugh- 
tered cattle. Hammond's 
fire 
de- 


partment was utterly unable to handle 
the fire, and aid was sent from here 
and South Chicago. The following 
buildings are in ruins: Export beef 
cooler, 4-story' brick and frame struc- 
ture, containing thousands of head of 
slaughtered cattle; cold storage ware- 
house for cattle; beef 
slaughtering 


house and sheep slaughtering house. 
Besides these, half a dozen other 
buildings, occupied as residences by 
officials of the company, and a brick 
structure for the general offices, were 
also destroyed. 


As soon as the fire was discovered 


the one engine company in Hammond, 
quartered half a mile from the fire, 
rushed to the scene, but was helpless, 
as a high wind was blowing at the 
time and sent a shower of sparks up 
on the unprotected buildings on every 
side. Nearly everybody in Hammond 
flocked to the fire, and bucket brig- 
ades, hundreds to the squad, began to 
fight the fire. Despite their willing 
work against the flames the big sheep 
slaughter house caught fire. The beef 
slaughter house and the cold storage 
warehouse for cattle was also burning 
a few minutes later. Then an appeal 
was sent, to Chicago for help. Several 
engines were loaded on cars and a de- 
tail of Chicago's best firemen were 
started for Hammond at the rate of 
45 miles an hour over a 
railroad. 


When the Chicago forces arrived they 
found the four buildings in flames. 
The sheep and cattle slaughter house 
had been entirely destroyed and the 
last portions of the walls tumbled 
down as the men were disembarking. 
The cattle warehouse was already 
gone, but the export beef cooler, the 
largest building, in the plant and the 
place where the fire started, was still 
standing. The firemen, seeing there 
was no chance to save the burning 
buildings, successfully devoted then 
energies to checking the advance of 
the Tlames. 
— 


Four employes of the company were 


trampled upon and badly bruised by 
cattle that were stampeded in the 
yards. One fireman was caught under 
a falling wall and had an arm broken. 
Another fireman was painfully burned. 
Officials of the company stated that 
their plant at South Omaha, which 
h'as* been "closed since last spring, will 
be reopened as soon as men can be 
transferred from Chicago.
